— 1 Dir ections - Charts Prior to embarkation for Russian waters, the ven^el^ 
cvnerc wired Moucov for charts and sailing directions. They were Informed \ 
answering message that euch were not available and therefore this voyage vae con- 
ducted with Cloaeo Fisherman* o Chart-. Lofoten Ielanda to Bear Islands and Worth 
Cape to White Sea (1951 British) as the only guide. This chart, published by a 
London firm, addrees 16 York Rd, Ilford, is of auch large scale (entire Kola Inlet 
was represented by on area 2 x 2/16 inches) that its practical value was negligible. 

5 * Approach At daybreak 19 Aug 53 > vessel radioed officials ashore upon approaching 
the Kola Inlot and requested entering instructions. Vessel was directed to proceed 
to a boarding point within the bay, identified by geographical reference points,

winch were meaningless 'o ship's crew, as the chart described in paragraph 4 above 
did net shew rhem V~=»sel sto:d in cautiously, having fair visibility and keeping 
fathometer ■ * :ns tantl y operative. They requested information from a passing outbound 
merchant vessel wri-h motioned for them to continue in, ar.d they did until met by 
the pilot boat . 

Proceeding vp *" ne inlet , sources 1 vessel iilc*d£ contact vith the pilot boat 
at about 0900 , somewhere near point % on the overlay. This craft y*3 about 40 feet 
long, a motor boat, modern construct ion, in go:*d condition and flew the "Hov" flag. 
The pilot boarded vlin :wc police officials. Pilot apoke Russian and gave orders 
to the helm in rudim^ ary English. ’ Port, starboard, steady and slow” were thought 
to be the extent of *ne pilot's English-speaking vocabulary. Pilotage vaB compulsory 
at all tines and this vessel's pilot did a good Job of conducting the ship into port. 
Sources 1 vessel departed port at night, and they assumed therefore that pilots would 
also bring ships in after dark; at least .during this season of the year. 


Formalities Murmansk is flrF>t port of entry for overseas vessels; the small cities 
between the port and the mouth of the inlet had no ocean vessel berthing facilities. 
Veeoel wae ooarded by custom® and immigration authorities at anchorage in the inner 
harbor- The party consisted of about a dozen persons armed vith pistols who searched 
for about one hour's duration. Snip's radio, optical equipment and cameras were 
sealed; personal radios and cigarettes were not. The crew was mustered astern while 
four persona conducted customs inspection. Similar procedure was followed immediately 
prior to departure. 

Critical Areas Ifo critical ar-ae or features were noted in the harbor entrance, and 
vessel did not under ar.y bridges or overhead cables. 


TugB A tug wan employed to work vessel into berth at wharf side from anchorage. All 
sources could recall regarding this tug was that it was old, steam propelled and 
expended much amoke . 

Anchorage Vessel anchored at point A at 1300 on 19 Aug 53 in about 20 feet of water. 
Holding ground vac gocui with a mud bottom. 

Hydrographic Conditions Tidal range wag observed to be negligible as crew did not 
have toai* tor or eEiftTi met or brows while at wharf side. Weather was rainy during 
the entire etay and temperature ranged from 48 to 6l°F. 


Lighterage It 1 **. nor known in what degree or quantity lignters are availaole, other 
than they Are employed vn replenishing visiting shipping with water and fuel. 
Lighter obaerved vat< of steel c ins true t. ion and in good condition. 

Berthing Vefifvi was ber*n^d at point £ alongside wharf described in paragraph 17 
of thl a report . 

Fuel Fuel oil it available, apparently in abundant supply, by lighter delivery. 
Again for lack of utilization, delivery rates are unknown. 

Supplies Chandlers 01 provisioned did not appear while in port nor were there 
other indie & 1 1 0 no ~t deck, engineering or provisions supplies being available. 


Uearance facilities A railroad spur, located at point C serves the wharf. Tracks 
/ere vide gage, in "good condition and naving many sidings , though none, of the iurces 
/ouid venture an opinion ae k cue exact number. The spur run® roughly paxaxx^i to 
:he face of the wharf, curved and is thought to clear along the south width. It 
facilitates rolling stock loaded with apatite which is dumped outboard of the 
?' dings. Ore is then shifted to wharfs edge by crawler crane and lifted aboard 
*hip by floating crane deecriced in paragraph 17 of this report. Rolling stock 
iboerved consioted of box and* gondola cars which were relatively modern and in 
iverage condition. 
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Wfcarfjtetalls Designator B lo a marginal wharf of timber construction which has 
no proper name out is referred to as the Ore Loading Wharf. Its face length is 
approximately 368 feet; long enough to accommodate one ocean type merchant vessel. 
Width of the wharf to railroad spur was estimated between 65 to 80 feet. Depth 
alongside was not known, other than to be in excess of the 25 feet required by 
sources 1 vessel. Vertical distance between chart datum and the deck level was six 
feet. Handling equipment consisted of an automotive crawler crane which was employed 
to shift apatite ore from the rail dump to wharf’s edge. This crane had a boom 
length of 40 feet. Other cargo -handling equipment consisted of a floating Jib crane 
spotted between sources* venae! and wharf for lifting cargo to ship's hold. The 
crane was steam driven, four-ton capacity and rigged with grapple bucket. Stevedores 
were males between 25 to 50 years of age. They worked in gangs of six men each; 
sources* vessel using three gangs. There were no transfer sheds on the wharf. 

Sources r stated that the several piles of apatite obscured their observations to a 
marked degree. Cargo -handling arrangement on the wharf is illustrated by the follow- 
ing diagram:
